The Outlook for Cheese. 


The outlook for cheese has ¢ 
proved during the past few w 3 Reo- 
cent reports from England indicate a 
largely increased consumption. ‘The 
consumption of cheese in Liverpool alone 
during the month of March amounted 
to 87,000 boxes, which is considered un 
precedented. ‘The low prices, as was in- 
timated some time ago, have induced an 
enormous consumption of cheese in 
Great Britain, and the old stocks are 
fast being absorbed. English fine Ched- 
dars are reported to be getting quite 
scarce. 


quantity to go forward from this side 
than is anticipated, the season’s wind- 
up will be much better than those in the 
trade expected. 

Though it is difficult to estimate exact- 
ly the quantity of cheese on this side 
we are inclined to the opinion that the 
bulk of last year’s goods has gone for- 
ward, and that the stocks on hand here 
will not be sufficjent to affect the up- 
ward turn which the market is now tak- 
ing. Besides, the very small make of 
early fodder cheese will help the situa- 
tion considerably. Compared with last 
spring the make of early cheese is very 
small indeed. A great many of the large 
factories will make butter till the first 
of May, while others intend to make 
butter till the middle of May if prices 
will warrant it. It would be wel! if all 
factories would make butter as long as

From Marmora Herald. 

Prospecting isin full swing, and we 
are safe in saying that little, if any, 
property will escape the scrutiny of the 
many prospectors who are now in this 
neighborhood. 

A sample of blue hematite ore has 
been added to our mineral collection. It 
was taken from lot 7 in the 8th Con. of 
Marmora, owned by Mr. John Richard- 
son, 

Mr. W. H. Beerman, a mining expert 
who has just come from Cripple Creek, 
Col., thinks the Marmora district bids 
fair to become famous. He was sent 
here by the Detroit-Hastings Milling 
and Mining Co, to inspect their mine, 
In company with Mr, J. Bush, the loc- 
al manager, and Mr. D. Mitchell, Mr. 
Beerman rode out to investigate the 
progress being made, and is highly 
pleased. He returned to Detroit on 
Tuesday to make his report to the com- 
pany. The local manager informed us 
that a steam drill would soon be placed 
at the mine. 

Several samples of ore taken from lot 
8 in the 4th Con. and from lot 1 in the 
2nd Con, of Methuen have been left at 
our office, amongst which are free-mill- 
ing and white gold-bearing quartz and 
two fine samples of asbestos. The own- 
er of the property, Mr. John Vansickle, 
informed the Herald that from assays 
made by a Mr. Bennett, an expert min- 
ing man of London, England, the ore 
was found to be very rich in gold. The 
option held by Mr, Bennett expired, 
and he is now in the Old Country, where, 
it is rumored, he is engaged in forming 
a company, after which he will return 
to purchose the property.

WAR “EXTRAS” OF 1861, 


flow Nows of the Firing on Sumter Was 
Spread In a Western Town, 

“T romombor the nows of tho boginning 
of tho olvil war o8 it camo to our town," 
said a man who is not yebna voteran, ‘I 
wos about 16 yours old. TI was roturning 
home In the afternoon I saw coming to 
ward moa horse riddon, as I recall it, 
madly by aman, As thoy camo nearer I 
hoard tho man shouting Tho horso was 
blowing like a locomotive. I noticed that 
tho man rode bareback. Evory timo ho 
yolled ho plunged his heols into tho sides 
of tho horse. 1 do not remombor the exact 
words of tho ridor, but they wero about 
‘war boginning.’ As ho rode people in tho 
streot who saw him stopped, listened and 
askod ono another about it, many win- 
dows along tho way woro hoisted, and as 
I proceoded homoward tho women who 
know mo callod from the lookouts and ask- 
ed mo what ‘that man’ raid about tho war, 

“When I reached homo, I found dny 
mother's parlor a scene of confusion, The 
neighbors had called in to tell hor what 
thoy knew and to ask what sho knew 
about tho war. The negroes about our 
houso were frightened. Ono of thom took 
refuge in the collar and came out only 
after sho had been threatoned. Her foar 
was tho ‘abolishinors.’ Tho word ‘Yan- 
keo' as an approbrious epithot had not at 
that time como Into uso. 

““Yhore was o Dutch hotel in the town 
on the roof of" which was a triangle. For 
many years it was tho town clock. It 
dangled out the hour for the three meals— 
breakfast, dinnor and supper—and when 
it sounded the housewives looked at their 
timepieces, This trianglo clanged out that 
afternoon before supper time. An oarth- 
quako would have caused no more com- 
motion. The proprietor of the tavern boat 
the trianglo until the city marshal mado 
him stop it. 

“Thoro were two newspapers in tho 
town, and cach ono got out what was call- 
ed an ‘extra.’ It was not much like the 
extra of this generation. Tho news of the 
firing on Sumtor consisted of less than 200 
words, was printed on a small slip of 
white nowspapor and was sot in the same 
width as the columns of the papers which 
issued them. There was no advertisement 
or other news on the slips. Those extras 
sold for 25 cents apiece. From that time 
until the close of the war that was tho sort 
of ‘extra’ that was issued by tho papers in 
the town wheroI lived.’’—New York Sun. 


They Aro Now So Raro es to Be Almost 
Priceless. 
Dr. W. H. Work of Charlestown ro 
turned from a trip to Arizona and brought 
back with him several Navajo blankets. 
“But,” he remarked gorrowfully, ‘‘they 
aro not what they used to bo. Tho Nava- 
joes are too improvident and lazy to make 
such blankets as they used to make in the 
years gone by and before the white man 
began to hanker after that particular 
weave. 
“The blankots now turned out aro piti- 
ful and tawdry affairs compared with 
those of bygone times. Those of today can 
be bought for about $30, while a real old 
fashioned blankét is really priceless and 
cannot now be bought. Those ancient 
blankets wero half an inch thick and 
would hold water as wel as a wooden tub. 
The finest of them are found buried with 
bodies of dead chiefs, and they are prao- 
tically indestructible. 
“The women who weaye the blankets 
of today can make the old fashioned blan- 
kets just as woll, for they knowy tho secret 
of manufacture, but the cheaper blanket 
is easily sold and. takes only a short time 
to make, while it would take nearly a 
year to weave one of tho real blankets, 
thoso glorious combinations of colors and 
material, ono of which would easily be 
worth $500. 
“They haye an exquisite color sense, 
these women, and blend their material 
perfectly. Thecoloring is fast and is mado 
of vegetable and mineral matter, the se-

Suppawn, Samp, Succotash. 


Tho colonists quickly learncd from tha 
Indians to harvest, grind and cook the 
corh in many pulatablo ways, and the 
foods made from iwnize have retained to 
this day tho names given by the aborigi- 
nes, such as hominy, pone, suppawn, Sanip, 
succotash, Samp and samp porridge wero” 
soon favorite dishes. Samp is lacian corn 
pounded to a coarsely ground powder ina 
mortar. 

Tho Inborious Indian method of prepar= 
ing maize for consumption was to steep is 
in hot water for 12 hours, then to pound 
the grain in a wortar till it was a coarse 
meal. It was then sifted ina sinall basket, 
and tho large grains wifich did not pass 
through tho primitive slove wero again 
pounded and sifted. - 

Samp was often pounded ina primitive 
and picturesquo Indian mortar made of a 
hollowed block of wood ora stump of a 
tree, The pestle was abonvy block of wood 
shaped like the intorlor of the mortar and 
fitted with a handle attached to one side. 
This block was fastened to the topot a 
growing sapling, which was bont over, 
and thus acquired tho required spring back

On Saturday last despatches wero re- 
egived from Admiral Dewey giving par- 
ticulars of his great victory at Manila, 


Tt was not only a victory, but the utter 


destruction of the Spanish navy of the 


Pacific. ‘This was accomplished too, 
without loss of life on the American 
ships, and only eight slightly wounded. 
The Spanish vessels destroyed number 
14, while the number killed is placed at 
from 250 to G00, and wounded at from 
700 to 1000. The American ships were 
only but slightly damaged. 
Besides destroying the Spanish fleet 
Admiral Dewey silenced the forts and 
shore batteries and compelled the Span- 
jards to make an unconditional surren- 
der. Thus his victory was complete, 
and only for the lack of the necessary 
number of men he could have made a 
landing, and captured the city. As it 
is Manila is at his mercy, and he is now 
awaiting troops to take possession of the 
city. The property destroyed or captur- 
ed is enormous. The Phillipines are 
completely in the hands of the Ameri- 
cans and Spanish rule in the Pacific is 
completely overthrown.

SACK OF PORT AU PRINCE. 


How Morgan's Buccancers Fought Their 
Way Into the Haitian City, 

In St. Nicholas Mr. Frank R. Stookton 
writes of “Tho Buccancora of Our Const."’ 
Mr. Stockton thus desoribes tho capturo of 
tho Haitian olty Port au Princo by Mor- 
gan and his buccancors: 

When tho fleot arrived at tho noarost 
harbor, Morgan landed hig mon and 
marched toward tho town, but ho did not 
succeed in making ao sccret attack, as ho 
hod hoped. A Spanish prisonor had let 
himself drop overboard and, swimming 
ashore, had warned tho &ovornor of tho at- 
tack. Thus prepared, this able commander 
marchod a body of soldiers along tho road 
by which tho pirates must como, and when 
ho found a suitable spot ho built o formi- 
dablo barricade, Behind this his soldiers 
woro posted with their muskets and thelr 
cannon, 

But whon Morgan camo within sight of

In thoso days people did 
not keep their wealth in banks, as they do 
now, but every man was the custodian of 
most of his own possessions, and when 
they fled from the visitation of an enemy 
they took with them everything of value 
that they could carry. Before the citizens 
returned Morgan made a discovery. A no- 
gro was takon who was carrying letters 
from tho governor of Santiago, a neigh- 
boring city, to some of the citizens of Port 
au Prince, telling thom not to be in too 
great a hurry to pay the ransom because 
he was coming with a strong force to their 
assistance. When Morgan read theso let- 
ters, he changed his mind and thought it 
would bo a wiso thing not to stay in that 
region any longer than could be helped. 
So he decided not to wait for the unfortu- 
nato citizens to collect the heavy ransom 
he demanded, but told thom that if they 
would furnish him with 6500 head of cattle 
and also supply salt and help prepare the 
meat for shipment ho would make no fur- 
ther demands upon them. his, of course, 
tho citizens were glad enough to do, and 
tho buccaneors sailed away.

ful to its digestion. It was owing to ita 
want of understanding in this last respect, 
and to an equal wantof disorimination on 
tho part of the British public, that it bas 
beon found impossible to keop ostriches 
alive in the zoological gardens in London. 
A public accustomed: to slip ponnies into 
automatic machines could not refrain 
from the temptation offered by the omniy- 
orous throat of an ostrich and fillod 
them up with poisonous copper, as if they 
were 80 many missionary boxes. 

In its African lifo, however, tho chicf 
dangor that besets it is not the recklossness 
of its appetite, but its rockless disregard of 
its own limbs. It will take fright at o 
shadow and hurl itself blindly into tho 
nearest fenoo, from which it will bo extri- 
cated with a broken leg, or fight savagely 
with o brother ostrich and break its log, 
or fall into a hole or gully and break its 
leg, or danco, waltzing with most swift 
and graceful precision, affording o most 
beautiful sight to tho spectator and tho 
greatest satisfaction to itself, until giddi- 
ness comes upon it and brings it to the 
ground, again with a broken leg. It is 
true that its dangerously powerful legs 
are also very brittlo, but it must be con- 


then to be noticed by him, but I was more 
impressed with his kindness and goodness 
than his greatness. I admired bis appeoar- 
anco too. Someof his pictures of that 
time resemble him, but he wore when I 
knew hima nice brown beard, and his 
pictures never make that beard as hand- 
some and becoming as it really was. Ho 
was a noted man then, for ho had pub- 
lished two of his great novels—Oliver 
Twist’ and ‘Nicholas Nickleby’—and all 
England was talking about him. I haye 
all his works, and they are my greatest 
comfort. 

“Our brickyard, whero I worked,” con- 
tinuod Mr, Jones, ‘‘was just a short dis- 
tance from Gadshill, the home of Mr. 
Dickens, and scarcely a day passed that he 
did not come to yisit the place. Why, he 
came sometimes as early as 4:80 0’clock in 
the morning, although the yards only 
opened at 4. He was so fond of watching 
laboring poople, and brickmaking is—or 
.was at that time in England—a slow and 
tedious process, one brick being made by 
hand ataotime. In 1847 they could make 
six bricks ata time in America, but be- 
fore that I had hoard of the new country 
across the sea, where bricks were made by 
machinery, and I talked with Mr. Dick- 
ens about plans for coming here. I often 
wondered if the men were rude or surly, 
ond if that was why ho talked to boys in 
preforence, but I suppose he liked to get 
into a boy’s thoughts, and that is perhaps 
the scoret of his capital studies of boys. 

“Tho boys on their part had the greatest 
respect for him a fact which was notice- 
able, for brickyard boys are, asa rule, a 
rather tough lot. They were all the way 
from 11 to 15 years of age, and their 
greatest sport was the molosting of passers- 
by. They always threw stones or called 
names after everybody not of their own 
class and bad quick and complete revenge 
on any one who dared to oppose or answer 
them. Many aruined sult of clothes they 
were responsiblo for, and the offender 
could never bo punished, for too many 
were guilty. But they madoa great ox- 
ception of Mr, Dickens. When any one 
saw him coming down tho street, he quick- 
ly informed the rest, and the boys would 
all stop to brush their hair with their 
hands and rub some of tho clay off their 
clothes, and ell were glad and excited. 
The cry would go forth, ‘There's Mr. 
Dickens coming—don’t ’ee seo him?’ 

“Then he would come up and shake 
hands with them all. He had such a 
hearty handshake, and he always told us 
that he honored the hand of a laboring 
boy moro than that of tho greatest land- 
owner. And we believed him. If you ever 
read_his will, you will know how ho re- 
membered all his seryants and instructed 
his executors not to put Mr. or Esquire on 
his tombstone, but just Charles Dickens. 
And I think his reference to the lessons of 
the New Tostament in that last document 
gives the whole character of tho man. 

“Tam sure he mentions the brickyard, 
or rather brickfield, as it is called in 
England, in one of his works. I think it 
is in ‘Edwin Drood.’ ” 

Vaking upa copy of ‘David Copper- 
fleld,”’ ho turned tho leayes slowly and 
sald: ‘‘As I read of a boy's hardsbips and 
sufforings as they are recounted here, I 
feel the thrill of his touch upon my shoul- 
der and hear again that pleasant, kindly 
voice saying as in the old days when he 
watched me making bricks, ‘Well, my 
boy, how are you today?’ 

Boing asked if ‘*Dayid Copperflold”’ was 
not considered an autobiography, Mr. 
Jonos gaid: ‘Well, that is hard to say. It 
{s told that Mr. Dickens had a stepfather 
who was yery cruel to him, and that might 
haye been in his mind when he wrote the 
book. Buthe wasso kind to boysand such 
a good friond to them that he would natu- 
rally bo more sympathetic in telling the 
story of their wrongs. Perhaps, though, 
it was becauso ho himself had suffered at 
a tondor age.”’ 

Mr. Jones became master of his own art 
and prospered in tho country of his adop- 
tion. “Tho courthouse, ‘remont House, 
Palmer House, Cook County hospital and 
other large and important buildings wero 
constructed from material furnished by 
him, but for many years now he bas lived 
rotired, enjoying the compotenco his busi- 
noss afforded, He docs not rogret that he 
nover knew Charles Dickens after he had 
grown to man’s estate. 

“I should not then remomber him as the 
friend of boys or given him that niche in 
my heart which he will occupy os long as 
that hoart beats, for it was asthe man and 
friend that I know him best, and 1 did 
not care then for what ho had written. It 
was his own personality that improssed 
mo most and made me remember him 
longost.’’—Chicago Post.

One day ho tried 
to quell ono of his own ostrichos, with the 
result that he was presently found ina 
yery pitiable predicament, lying flaton the 
ground, whilo tho subject of his oxperi- 
ment jumped up and down on him, occa- 
sionally varying tho treatment by sitting 
upon him.”’ Doubtless it was safer to lie 
down than to stand up to be kicked, but 
to be sat upon as if one were an egg must 
havo been indeod humiliating. Curious, 
too, is the account that the author gives of 
tho camps or little kingdoms that tho os- 
triches mark out for themselves, with in- 
visible but never to be encroached upon 
boundaries. Inside that camp it will bear 
no intrusion, but outside it, in the domain 
of its neighbor, it is profoundly Indiffer- 
ent to the strangor’s wanderings. Nor is 
it safe for the farmer to presuine upon his 
former acquaintance with any bird, for 
the ostrich has not wits enough to distin- 
guish an old friend from a new intruder, 
nor suflicient resp for his owner to ex- 
cept him from his suspicious hostilities, 
though it would appear that, as a rule, he 
will manifest a stronger ayersion to the 
Kaffir or Hottentot than to a white man. 
—London Spectator. 


The Australian Honey Guide. 


The variegated honoy guide is greenish 
olive as to its upper coloring. That these 
littlo birds do of their own design and in- 
tention lead man to the nests of the wild 
bees is a fact quite undoubted. This habit 
is woll known to tho natives, and in fol- 
lowing a honey guide ao soft, pleasant 
whistling is usually practiced by tho black 
human partner by way of encouragoment 
to his feathered friend. The little indi- 
cator, haying secured tho attention of a 
native by cries and restless flitting to and 
fro, flutters on in front, occasionally light- 
ing ona branch or bush to seo that his 
chosen ally is following. It is, however, a 
mistake to sapposo that the honey guido 
seoks the boes’ nest for the honey. His 
particular share of tho plunder consists of 
the Jary@ found in tho combs. 

It is usual for a native, haying rifled 
the nest, to break off a piece of comb and 
put it aside for his bird friend. No doubt 
in process of onjoying its feast the honey 
guido does taste some portion of the honey, 
but its real object is the luscious grubs 
found within portions of the comb. This 
habit is stiroly one of the most singular 
and extraordinary in the annals of nat- 
ural history. How these little feathored 
creatures originally developed this most 
interesting trait, upon what wild raco of 
mankind they first oxercisod their persua- 
sive arts; whether, before tho advent of 
man in Africa, they practiced upon some 
honey loving animal, such as tho honey 
badgor (ratel) or other mammal—theso 
are seorets Which havo lain hidden during 
long cons of tho past doop within tho 
breast of nature and aro now never likoly 
to be royealed to mankind,—Saturday Re- 
viow.

Humors of the Bird Whose Legs Are Long HOW TO COLOR A PIPE 


CHICAGO'S LEADING MEERSCHAUM 


EXPERT IS A WOMAN. 


Bho Isn't a Smoker Horself, but She Knows 


All About It—Kich Coloring Obtained 
by Careful Use and Timely Bolling—A 
Masculine Weakness 


Perhaps tho one person in this olty who 


{6 most deeply versed in tho secret of pipe 
coloring is a woman, and it is needless to 
say that sho never took so much og a sin- 
glo whiff of smoke from a pipe in her life. 
Hor interost in pipe coloring is purely pro- 


fessional and a cory large proportion of 


tho most beautiful pipes colored in Chi- 
cago during the last 20 years have passed 


through her hands, or, more prope 
through hor kettle, for she isa one es 
ter in tho unique profession of meerschaum 
boiling. She has treated thousands of 
pipes for smokers of this city and bas un- 
doubtedly done more to disseminate agon- 
cral knowledgo of the difficult art of mcer- 
schaum coloring than any other resident 
of this clty. 

He Whilo it cannot be said that this woman 
pipe doctor,"’ as she is frequently called 
by her patrons, gives regular lessons or 
paid instruction, her advice is constantly . 
sought by tho mon who find that their 
pet pipes ore not acquiring the rich hue 
which thoy desire, and her position may 
best bo described as that of a “consulting 
colorist.”’ Although she maintains a shop 
or offico in Clark strect and there conducts 
a large business in tho sale and repair of 
fino pipes, she cocs not venture to do her 
boiling in so public a place, as the process 
1s a eccret one and is tho evolution of 
many years of paticnt study and experi- 
ment. The rudiments of her odd craft 
wero learned in France, where sho was 
born, but the fornrulm for the boiling 
mixtures which sho now uses bear little 
resemblanco to thoso which she was orlg- 
inally taught. Thoy ore distinctively her 
own, and she guards them with the most 

jealous care. 

“A great many young men," said this 
matronly woman whose life has boen spent 
in studying pipes, ‘‘bring me imeer- 
schaums which they have smoked for six 
or olght months and ask why the pipes 
have failed to acquire the dark coloring 
seen in the meerschaums of those who aro 
veterans in the art. They inquire, ina 
helpless sort of way, if Ithink boiling will 
improve tho color or if the meerschaum is 
of an inferlor quality which would not 
tako on arich hue if smoked for a dozen 
years. I always’ 1ow that such oustom- 
ers are beginners ind haye never before 
attempted to color a pipe. They imagine 
emoking is tho only essential process in 
pipe coloring and that boiling should be 
resorted to only when the meerschaum 
burns, becomes scratched or is of an in- 
ferior quality. This isan almost universal 
iwistake among thoso who ure inexperi- 
enced in this smoker’s diversion. 

“The fact is that tho fincst moerschaum 
ever imported into this country could not 
be given a perfect color without being 
boiled in oil at just the right stuge in its 
development. Simply smoking it, no 
matter how great the care exercised to 


tobacco, would never in tho world secure 
the desired result. It is in knowing just 
when the pipe is ripe for boiling that the 


envied by his less succcessful competitors, 
for there is a keen spirit of rivalry in this 
matter, particularly among young mon of 
the fashionable and student classes. 
“Where are scores of yeteran colorists 
who Invariably emoke their moerschaums 
altogether too Tong wing them 
boiled. ‘This is tho universal teNWensy 
and tho number of men who haye their 
pipes boiled at exactly tho proper stage 
may almost bo counted on the fingers of 
two hands. Of course it is absolutely im- 
possible to make any hard and fast rules 
regulating tho length of time that tho 
pipe should be sinoked before being sent 
to the kettle. Many thingsenter into that 
consideration, but chiefly the quality of 
tho meorschaum, If the latteris very soft 
the pipo, in tho hands of a stondy smoker, 
will bo ready for tho oil in a week, while a 
hard pipe will require three weeks of al- 
most constant smoking to make it ‘ripo’ 
for its hot bath. 

‘Phe standard of shading at which most 
smokers aim isa yery dark brown, almost 
black, for tho base of the bow] and tho bo- 
ginning of the stem ond a rich cherry for 
the upper portion of the bowl. This gives 
a varicty of shading. As the pipe is 
emokod after coming from the kettle tho 
dark brown base and stem will gradually 
become cbarcoal black, while the eberry 


a yellowish tingo,”’ 

“Can you regulate the coloring by varia- 
tions in your method of boiling?" this ex- 
pert was asked. 

“Cortainly,’’ was the prompt reply. 
“Tho bath in my kettle is not plain oil by 
any means. It contains herbs and various 
other ingredients which, to a dogroe at 
least, regulate the color imparted to tho 
nicerschaum. But of course it would nob 
do for me to go into particulars regarding 
my formula for boiling. That is ny trade 
rcoret which bas cost mo yeurs of exporl- 
juenting. 

“ho public in general has no idea of 
the pride which hundreds of men take In 
their handsomely colored meurschaums. 
Women in particular regard this penchant 
as the most foolish of all masculine wonk- 
nesses, but in spite of this sontiment the 
smokers still continue to muke pots 
their pipes and treat them as tendorly as 
the women do their poodles, One gontle- 
man brought mo an old blackened pipe of 
ordinary clay, with its stem broken ©) 
short.

BOSTON MAY BE BOMBARDED. 


—— 
Spanish Fleet Expected to 
Watted States City. 

A despatch from Washington says 
—There*is excellent authority for the 
statement that the Administration be- 
lieves the Spanish men-of-war now on 
their way to western waters will ap- 
pear at some port on the coast, and 
attempt to do as much damage as pos- 
sible, and when this work has been 
completed, to sail with all speed to 
Porto Rico, and if necessary to fight 
their way into San Juan. 

As to the point where Spain will 
strike, the authorities are totally un- 
able to say. New York is considered 
in a very good condition to resist at- 
tack, but this is not the case with 
the New England cities and with ports 
}along the Southern coast. Captain W, 
P. Duvall, military aide to Secretary 
Alger, has been inspecting the defences 
of Boston and other New England 
cities for several days. it was to pre- 
vent Spanish privateers from ravaging 
the north-east coast that the cruisers 
Columbia and Minneapolis were sent 
to patrol duty there, and the mobiliza- 
tion of the northern patrol squadron 
at Provincetown is with the view of 
having a naval force handy to resist 
an uttack on any of the north-eastern 
ports. Instructions to the command- 
ing officers of the auxiliary cruisers 
Yankee, Prairie, and Yosemite require 
them to join the flagship San Francis- 
co at Provincetown without delay. 
Their crews will have gun practice on 
the way, and will be given as much 
training as possible. Besides Commo- 
dore Howell’s squadron, the ports will 
be defended by great guns, and Gener-

land harbor from 8 p.m. to 4 p.m. Pa- 
trol boats will also be on duty outside 
during the day to guide vessels, safe- 
ly into the harbor.

The marriage of a well-born Zulu wo- 
man creates as much of a sensation am- 
ong her own people as our fashionable 
weddings do here, and this despite the 
fact that she may be the fourth or fifth 
spouse that her husband has taken to 
his hearthstone, The Zulu takes two 
or three days to get married, and if 
the rank of the contracting parties is 
very high this is lengthened to six or 
Seyen. But when a Zulu woman is fin- 
ally married, there is the end of it. 
There is no wedding journey, and she 
settles down quietly to a very hum- 
drum existence in her husband's kraal. 

If a Zulu man wants a wife, he must 
pay for her in cattle, and the payment 
is made, hot to the girl, but to her 
father. The lover begins his negoti- 
ations by sending some men with a few 
cattle to his future father-in-law, who 
if he is favorably inclined, takes snuff 
with the visitors and comes to an und- 
erstanding with them in regard to the 
rest of the cattle, which must be forth- 
coming. It is to be feared ‘that the 
parent's anxiety as to the number of 
cows his daughter will bring quite out- 
Weighs any considerations of her hap- 
piness.

' Tuberculosis Infectious. 


Dr. W. T. Connell, bacteriologist at 
Queen’s College, writes a letter to the 
press to prove the infectivity of tuber- 
culosis. He looked into the cases among 
the cows at Rockwood Hospital for the 
Insane, and believes it was caused by 
the cows drinking water from a trough 
passing from manger to manger, allow- 
ing free communication. Much of the 
material brought up from the lungs of 
the sick cow in the first case would na- 
turally be coughed into the trough, there 
to mix with the water supplied to the 
other animals. He adds: ‘'This ought 
to be an important object lesson to us, 
for if one cow can infect another by in- 
fecting the food, cannot human beings 
be infected from the milk of diseased 
animals? There is no doubt at all in the 
minds of those most capable of judging 
that milk from such infected herds is 
dangerous, particularly to children, in- 
fants and invalids, who are, in fact, 
those who partake most freely of this 
foodstuff,”

SANK WHILE FIGHTING. 


SPANISH SAILORS NAILED THEIR 
COLORS TO THE MAST. 
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Whilo no Am 
a Only Six In 
Ish Lossos Were Very

A despatch from Hong Kong says:— 
Among naval men, military men, ,and 
civilians, Europeans and natives, here 
to-day there is one subject of discus- 
sion, the annihilating victory of the 
American fleet under Commodore Dew- 
ey over the Spanish fleet commanded 
by Admiral Montijo, in Manila bay on 
Sunday last. Owing to the fact that 
the cable between this port and the 
Philippines was not in working order, 
having been cut, it is said, some dis- 
tance from the capital of the islands, 
there has been delay in obtaining 
detailed account of the battle, and facts 
in the case were only available when 
the United States gunboat Hugh Mc- 
Culloch arrived here yesterday, and 
then the tremendous pressure of busi- 
ness suddenly thrown upon the cable 
company necessarily made the accounts 
of the engagement somewhat brief. 
Commodore Dewey's orders were to cap- 
ture or destroy the Spanish fleet, and 
never were instructions executed in so 
complete a fashion, At the end of sev- 
en hours, there was absolutely nothing 
left of the Spanish fleet but a few re- 
lies. 

The American commander had most 
skilfully arranged every detail of the 
action, and apparently even the most 
insignificant features were carried out 
with perfect punctuality and in rail- 
road time-table order. At the end of 
the action Commodore Dewey anchored 
his fleet in the bay before Manila, and 
sent a message to Governor-General 
Augustl, announcing the inauguration 
of the blockade, and adding that if a 
shot was fired against his ships he 
would destroy every battery about Ma- 
nile. 


| 
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SPAIN’S HEAVY LOSSES. 
The position occupied by the Spanish 
the support which their ships received 
from the land batteries and the big 
@uns they had ashore, gave them an 
enormous advantage. Therefore, when 
it is considered that the Spaniards lost 
over 600 men in killed and wounded, 
that all their ships, amounting to four- 
teen, were destroyed, and that their 
naval arsenal at Cavite was also de- 
stroyed with its defences, it will be- 
come apparent that the victory of the 
American commodore is one of the 
most complete and wonderful achieve- 
ments in the history of naval warfare. 
Not a man on board the American 
fleet was killed, not a ship was dam- 
aged to any extent, and only six men 
were injured slightly on board the 
Baltimore. 
ORDER OF BATTLE, 

The order of battle taken up by the 
Spaniards was with all the small craft 
inside the stone and the timber break- 
waters of Cavite harbour. The larger 
ships of Spain cruisea off Cavite and 


Manila. The American fleet entered 
Manila bay on Saturday night with the 
greatest of ease. The Spaniards had 
not established a patrol and there were 
no searchlights at the entrance of the 
bay. In fact the American ships would 
probably have passed inside the bay 
without any challenge had it not been 
that some sparks flew up from the 
McOulloch funnel, whereupon a few 
shots were exchanged with the batter- 
ies on Corregidor island, but the fleet 
did not slow down, and soon took up a 
position near Cavite, awaiting dawn in 
order to commence hostilities. 
OPENED AT DAWN. 

The early hour of the morning re- 
vealed the opposing ships to each oth- 
er, and the Spanish flagship opened 
fire. Her action was followed by some 
of the larger warships, then the Cavite 
forts opened up, and the smaller Span- 
ish vessels brought their guns into 
play. The American squadron, which 
had been led into the bay and through 
the channel by the flagslip Olympia, 
did not reply, though the shots of the 
Spaniards began to strike the water 
around them, but moved onward. 


MINES EXPLODED. 


When nearing Baker bay a sudden 

upheaval of water a short  distanca 
ahead of the Olympia showed that the 
Spaniards had exploded a mine, or a 
torpedo. ‘his was followed by a sec- 
ond and similar explosion. They 
were both unsuccessful. The American 
fleet was then drawing nearer and 
nearer to the Spaniards, whose gun- 
|mery was very poor, the shots from 
the Cavite batteries and from the 
Spanish ships being equally badly 
aimed, either falling short or going 
| wide of the mark. 
When the American fleet entered the 
| bay, coming through the southern 
|channel, between Caballo and Frile 
| islets, the following was their order: 
The flagship Olympia, the Baltimore, 
the Raleigh, Concord, Boston, Patrel, 
and McCulloch, with the two store- 
ships, the Nanahan and Zafiro, bring- 
jing up the rear. And in that order 
they swept before the city and faced 
the enemy in column line, Though tho 
Spaniards had opened fire ot six thou- 
sand yards, the Americans reserved 
their fire until within four thousand 
yards of the enemy, when the real 
battle began The Reina Christina, 
Castilla, Don Antonia de Ulloa, Isla de 
Cuba, Isla de Luzon, and the Mindanao 
were inline of battle outside of Cavite 
at that time, with the four gunboats 
and the torpedo boats inside the har- 
bour. 
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A HAIL OF SHOT, 

The American ships then passed 
backwards and forwards six times 
across the front of the Spaniards, 
pouring in upon the latter a perfect 
hail of shot ond shell, Every Amer- 
ican shot seemed to tell, while almost 
every Spanish shot missed the mark 
After having thus scattered death and 
domoral{zatfon among the Spanish 
fleot and ta the Spanish batteries,’ the

BRAVE SPANIARDS, 


The Don Antonio de Ulloa made a 
most magnificent show of desperate 
bravery. Whe her commander found 
she was sotorn by the American shells 
that he could not keep her afloat, he 
nailed her colors to the mast, and she 
sank, with all hands fighting to the 
last. Hor hull was completely riddled, 
and her upper deck had been swept 
clean by the awful fire of the Amer- 
ican guns, but the Spaniards, though 
their vessel was sinking beneath them, 
continued working the guns on her low- 
erdeck until she sank beneath the wa- 
ters. During the engagement aSpanish 
torpedo boat crept along the shore 
and round the offing inan attempt to 
attack the American storeships; but 
she was promptly discoyered; was 
driven ashore, and was actually shot 
to pieces, 


THE FINISHING TOUCHES. 


The Mindanao had in the meanwhile 
been run ashore to save her from sink- 
ing, and the Spanish small craft had 
Sought shelter from the steel storm be- 
hind the breakwater. The battle, 
which was started about 5.30 a.m., and 
adjourned at 8,80 a.m. was resumed 
about noon, when Commodore Dewey 
started in to put the finishing touches 
upon his work, There was not much 
fight left in the Spaniards by that 
time, and at 2 p.m., the Petrel and the 
Concord had shot the Cayite batteries 
into silence, leaying them heaps of 
ruins and floating the white flag. The 
Spanish gunboats were then scuttled, 
the arsenal was on fire, and the ex- 
plosion of a Spanish magazine caused 
further mortality among the defenders 
of Spain on shore, On the water the 
burning, sunken or destroyed Spanish 
vessels could be seen, while only the 
cruiser Baltimore had suffered in any 
way from the fire of the enemy. A 
shot which struck her exploded some 
ammunition near one of her guns, and 
slightly injured half a dozen of her 
crew, Several shots passed danger- 
ously close to Commodore Dewey, but 
little or no damage was done on board 
the flagship, 

150 SPANIARDS KILLED. 

On the other hand about 150 men are 
said to have been killed on board the 
Spanish flagship, which was totally de- 
stroyed. Admiral Montijo, the Spanish 
commander, transferred his flag to the 
Isla de Cuba, when his ship caught 
fire, but the latter was also destroyed 
in due course of time. i 

The Reina Christina lost her captain, 
a lieutenant, her chaplain, and a mid- 
shipman by one shot, which struck her 
bridge, About 100 men were killed and 
about 60 wounded on board the Cas- 
tilla, Indeed, some estimates place the 
number of Spanish wounded during the 
engagement at over a thousand men.

TAMPA FOR CUBA, 


for 15,000 Men 
Cuba, 
A despatch from Tampa, Fla., says:— 
The steamer Gussie, one of the Mallory 
line boats, chartered by the Govern- 
ment for use as a transport, sailed for 
Cuba on Tuesday morning, loaded with 
arms, ammunition, and supplies, fur- 
nished by the United States Govern- 
ment, for the use of the Cuban insur- 
gents’ A company of 100 United 
States troops, the first regiment of 
infantry, will accompany the expidi- 
tion and aid in guarding the landing 
of the valuable cargo, and will, if nec- 
cessary, penetrate into the interior far 
enough to place the supplies in the 
infantry, will accompany the expedi- 
tion will be in charge of Captain W. 
H. Dorst, General Miles’ aide, who has 
just returned from Cuba. ‘The Gussie 
has on board between six and seven 
thousand Springfield rifles, about 
200,000 rounds of ammunition, and sev- 
eral hundred boxes of proyisions, con- 
sisting principally of canned meats and 
hard tack. The utmost secrecy is 
maintained regarding the point of 
landing, but in view of Capt. Dorst’s 
landing near Havana, where he com- 
municated with the insurgent leader 
General Delgado, it is believed that 
| the expedition will be headed for a 
point not far from Havana. ‘The Gus- 
sie had mounted on her forward deck 
a ome-pounder rapid-fire gun. It is 
understood, however, that she will be 
met at some point not far from Key 
West by a gun-boat from the block- 
ading squadron and escorted to the 
designated landing place. 
ARMS FOR 15,000 MEN. 
The Whitney, the sister ship of the 
Gussie, whicn sailed for Dry Tortugas 
Saturday with two companies of the 
Tifth Infantry, returned on Monday. It 
is intimated that she will follow the 
Gussie to Cuba as soon as the arms, am- 
munition and supplies can be loaded. 
Before a week bas passed it is beliey- 
ed that the insurgent leaders will have 
been furnished with arms enough for 
at least 15,000 men, and with a base of 
supplies established on the coast, a 
vigorous campaign against the Span- 
ish forces will be inaugurated, 
Large amounts of powder and pro- 
Jectiles for the blockading ‘squadron 
ara now arriving here. On Picnic 
Island there are 12 cars loaded with 
dynamite, torpedoes, powder, and other 
munitions, which willsoon be sent to 
Key West, and as many more cars are 
on the wharf tracks. An extra heavy 
guard has been placed around the cars, 
Hundreds of carpenters are at work 
to-day fitting up the big transports, 
and it is believed now that all of the 
boats here will be in readiness for load- 
ing by Wednesday night.

According to reports current here 
the Americun admiral will insist by 


force if necessary upon the Spaniards 
accepting at least a temporary protec- 
torate of the United States, the desire 
being, it is alleged, to avoid disturb- 
ing the present Administration, as it 


is pointed out that the insurgents of 


the Philippine Islands are quite unfit 


to participate in their Government. 
However, it is believed here that if the 
Spaniards do not meet the views of 
Washington in this matter the Amer- 
foan admiral will take prompt steps to 
administer the islands for.the United 
States, so soon as he receives the neces- 
sary troops and supplies from San 
Francisco. 

It is said that the Spanish ships did

WATER FOR THE TROOPS.

The Problem of Securing a Supply for the 
Army a Serious One. 
A despatch from Tampa, says:—How 
to obtain a sufficiently large supply 
of water for the use of the army of 
invasion during its voyage from Port 
Tampa to the port in Cuba, where 
the troops are to be, landed, is a ques- 
tion which is engaging the serious 
attention of the military officials who 
have the expedition in charge. Gen- 
eral Wade, who is in command hera, 
visited Port Tampa, to ascertain what 
the needs of the expedition would be 
in this respect, and what provision 
could be made to supply them. He 
found that of the transports, _ which, 
so far as is known at present, will form 
the fleet. to take the army to Cuba, 
only two are provided with apparatus 
for distilling water, These ure the 
Olivette, which can distill 9,000 gal- 
lons daily, and the Florida, _ leaving 
the Comal, Allegheny, Berkshire, Ari- 
yoba, Alamo, Miller, Sun Marco, Whit- 
ney and Guasie with a supply to last 
only a little longer. than that usual- 
ly carried by steamers, It is believed 
the men and animals will not be on 
the vessels more than two days, if the 
weather is good, but supply sufficient 
to last ten days is desired. The quan- 
tity of water necessary for the army 
during this time will be very large, 
and while a way out of the diffioulty 
will no doubt be found by the use 0) 
tanks, yet it is likely men and «ani- 
mals will be placed on & short water 
allowance during the voyage.

A very valuable source of revenue 
which is generally wasted consists of 
the dead animals. Instead of drawing 
the dead horse, cow or dog to the woods 
or swamp, to pollute the air and feed 
the crows, a shallow trench or square 
about one foot deep and as large as 
needed should be dug in the earth, the 
animal thrown in, then covered with 
two or.three bushels of lime which has 
become granulan by exposure ta the 
air, Dried muck from the swamp 
should cover the whole pile well, and 
after a month or so the pile should be 
shoveled over occasionally. A few 
bushels of wood ashes added will great- 
ly help to, in less than ayear, make a 
complete fertilizer fine enough for any 
crop. 

Another great leakage on the farm 
which greatly appeals to the business 
man is the neglect and waste of tools. 
Instead of housing them oni the ap- 
proach of winter, seeing that the metal 
parts are cleaned and covered with oil, 
the woodwork painted, repairs made 
and all ready for next season’s work. 
one sees on every side the machines 
exposed to the weather, the woodwork 
bare of paint and falling apart, the 
metal rusted, so that when needed they 
are generally out of repair, easily brok- 
@n, and at a time’ most wanted the 
leakage becomes most apparent. At 
these two points lay the most glaring 
wastes. 

In winter, see that your cattle are 
well housed, that the food for them is 
of the right kind and balance, that the 
grain has been ground, and that for 
this concession to their natural rights 
they areable to pay you well in milk, 
eggs, meat and work, for it is a great 
leakage not to have chickens hatched 
at proper time to arrive at the laying 
period when eggs are 40c. a dogen. 
Then fook after the cows, find how 
much milk each one gives, how much 
cream can be gathered, and if its form- 
ation is the right one for good butter. 
and if there is not one up to the stan- 
dard, get on good terms with the but- 
cher and make as good a bargain as 
possible for her and then buy your 
neighbor’s best cow. Remember that 
the advantage of one cow over another 
of even 10 cepts a day would in a year 
allow you to offer a price for the neigh- 
bor’s best which he could not resist. It 
costs no more to feed the good milker 
See that they become 
new milch at the time most profitable 
for your market. 


Then there are the horses. Stop the

keeping ; keep them in good flesh by 
warm quarters, good ‘bedding and 
ground feed. Know if their teeth are 
in proper shape to masticate their food 
so that act digestion may take 
place; see their food and manger 
is sweet and clean so that stomach and 
bowel trouble is not caused by ferment- 
ative material; learn if the horse has 
worms and if so set about to relieve 
him and tone up his system after with 
some good condition powder; know that 
the food you give him 1s giving value 
to someone or something. See that the 
pig has warm, dry quarters and good 
food. Do not try to produce good pork 
by making a scavenger of him at the 
manure pile

SPAIN WILL PRIVATEER. 
OMictal Asaoanoenent That Such ts 
Tatention,

A despatch from Washington, says: 
—Under the guise of auxiliary cruis- 
ers, Spain proposes to privateer upon 
American commerce. Anticipating that 
it may be necessary to throw off the 
mask she has donned, she has made 
official admission that she may form- 
ally commission privateers. These 
facts are set forth im the war decrees 
of Spain transmitted from London by 
Ambassador Hay, and officially made 
public in the Consular reports of the 
State Department. 

A second decree forwarded by Am- 
bassador Hay sets forth instruptions 
which have been given lly Spain to 
her naval commanders in regard to 
the exercise of the right of search, 
This decree announces that ships of 
war and merchant vessels of the bel-

Mr. Gladstone's family were by his 


bedside at the last moments. Mrs. Glad- 
Stone, exhausted by her long watching, 
only now and then reluctantly yield- 


ed to the persuasions of the physicians 


and her family to recline briefly on a} 


couch in the same room with her hus- 
band, The death chamber is immediate- 
ly above the terrace, from which Mr. 
Gladstone used to address admirers vis- 
iting Hawarden. The window is sur- 
rounded by blossoming creepers, 
through which the pale light of early 
morning fell upon the last scene 

The London newspapers had gone to 
press before the end came, but all edit- 
orially refer with deep appreciation to 
the life that was known to be swiftly 
| closing. They all paid tribute to Mr. 
| Gladstone's devotion to duty, his lofty 
ideals, his religious fervor, and his in- 
fluence on Great Britain’s and the 
world’s history.

Mr. Gladstone was born at Liverpool, 
Dec. 29, 1809. The son of aj Liverpool 
corn merchant—Sir John Gladstone, M

ertson, daughter of Mr. Andrew Rob- 
ertson of Stornoway, and Provost of 
Dingwall, ‘the greatest Liberal states- 
man of his time hag ever been proud 
to boast of his Scottish nationality and 
middle-class origin.

ENTERS PUBLIC LIFE. 

Shortly after the passing of the first 
Reform Bill, in 1832, Mr. Gladstone 
made his entry into public life at New- 
ark, where he was elected, as the Duke 
of weastle's nominee, in the Tory in- 
te ts, defcating Sergeant Wilde, the 
popular candidate. It Was on May i7, 
1833, that he delivered his maiden 
Speech in the House of Commons, in 
reply to Lord Howick, on the slavery 
question, when he expressed himself as 
opposed to slavery, but not in favor 
of hasty and wholesale enfranchise- 
ment. ' 

On the dissolution of the Melbourne 
Ministry, at the end of 183, Sir Rob- 
ert Peel called Mr. Gladstone to his 
first public appointment as Junior Lord 
of the Treasury, which post he resigned 
in February of the following year for 
that of Under Secretary for the Col- 
onies, A month afterwards (March 1835) 


Church. In February 1868 Mrs Disraeli 
became Prime Minister, but Parliament 
Was dissolved in the following Novem- 
ber, when.

THE BULGARIAN ATROCITIES, 

Mr. Gladstone Chen decided to resign 
the leadership of the Liberal party, 
but to 1875 aroused much public indig- 
nation against the atrocities which the 
Turks were perpetrating in Bulgaria, 
In 1879 he made his first visit to Midlo- 
thian, and on the dissolution of 1880 
he was returned for that constituency, 
and became for the second time Prem- 
er, 

_Amongst the important Acts he car- 
ried between 1880 and 1885 may be men- 
tioned the Employers’ Liability Act, 
the second Irish Land Act, the Hares 
and Rabbits Act, a reform im the Land 
Laws, and chief of all, the third Reform 
Act and Redistribution Act. After the 
dissolution of the autumn of 1885, Mr. 
Gladstone again came forward for Mid- 
lothian, and was re-eleofed by an en- 
ormous miajority. 
_ On the fall of the Salisbury Admin- 
istration, January 26, 1886, Mr. Glad-

dent of the Board of Trade in 1843, 
but at the commencement of 1845 he 
resigned, owing to his opposition to the 
extension of the Maynooth Grant and 
the establishment of non-sectarian ‘col- 
leges. In 1846, it having been an- 
nounced that an immediate revision of 
the Corn Laws was pending, Sir Ro- 
bert Peel resigned, finding that cer- 
tain meinbers of his Government would 
not go with him; but Lord John Russell 
declining to form a Cabinet, Sir Ro- 
bert returned to office, with Mr. Glad- 
stone as Colonial Secretary and mem- 
ber for Oxford University. 

On the death of Sir Robert Peel, in 
1850, Mr, Gladstone paid his memorable 
visit to Naples, which laid the founda- 
‘ tion of his future friendship, with Cav- 
jour and Garibaldi. During this period 
(he finally severed himself from the 
Tories, although holding aloof from the 
Liberals, for a time, and in 1852 became 
Chancellor of the Exchequer in Lord 

Aberdeen’s jAdministration, but fell 
With the collapse of that Cabinet after 
the Crimean War. Subsequently be was 
appointed by the Earl of Derby Lord 
High Commissioner to the [onian 
lands. 

CHANCELLOR OF THE EXCHEQUER 

In 1859 he accepted the Chancellor- 
ship of the Exchequer in Lord Palmer- 
ston’s Government. His budgets were 
always looked forward to with absorb-

Born at Liverpool, Dec. 29, 1809.

The London Daily Chronicle says :— 
“A glorious light has been extinguish- 
ed inthe land. Mr. Gladstone is dead ; 
and all his life lies in the past, a mem- 
ory to us and our children, an inspira- 
tion and possession forever. The end 

as come as to a soldier at his post. 
It found him calm, expectant, faithful, 
unshaken. Death has come robed in 
the terror of mortal pain, but what bet- 
ter can be said than that as he taught 
his fellows how to live, so he has taught 
them how to die. It is impossible at 
this hour to survey the mighty range of 
this splendid life. We would assign to 
him the title ‘The great nationalist of 
the 19th century.’ To Italy, Greece, 
Bulgaria, Montenegro and Belgium his 
name is hallowed; but, beyond all, we 
claim him as the patriot, the greatest of 
the master builders of modern England. 
Timidity had no place in Mr. Glad- 
stone’s soul, he was a lion among men, 
endowed with a granite strength of will 
and purpose rare indeed in our age of 
feeble convictions. His life presented 
aspects of charm to all minds. His 
learning captivated the scholar, his elo- 
quence and statesmanship the politician, 
his financial genius the business man, 
while his domestic relations and simple 
human graciousness appealed to all 
hearts.” 

The Daily News says:—'t We cannot 
help dwelling upen the opinions which 
Mr. Gladstone held most strongly, and 
the sentiments which he felt most deep- 
ly, because they are the only key which 
unlocks his character and his life. One 
of his most characteristic qualities was 
his personal humility. This cannot be 
explained without the key, for Mr, 
Gladstone did not in the ordinary mean- 
ing of the word underrate himself. He 
was not easy to persuade. He paid little 
attention to other people’s opinion when 
his mind was made up. He was quite 
aware of his own ascendancy in council 
and his supremacy in debate. 

**On other questions he did, indeed, 
distrust his own judgment. On politics 
he did not; but the secret of his humil- 
ity was an abiding sense that those 
things were of no importance compared 
with the relations between God’s crea-

Gladstone.

THE LATE RIGHT HON. W. E. GLADSTONE, P.C., 


Died at Hawarden Castle, Wales, 
1898. 


Council of Women of Canada, in session 
at Ottawa on Thursday last, in a very 
touching manner by her Excellency the 
Countess of Aberdeen, Shortly before 
the morning meeting adjourned his Ex- 
cellency the Governor-General entered 
the room and took a seat on the plat- 
form and then, at Lady Aberdeen’s re- 
quest, Broke of the news of Mr. Glad- 
stone’s death in feeling words. When 
her Excellency arose at the conclusion 
of Lord Aberdeen’s remarks her emotion 
overcome her many times. She said:— 
‘* My dear friends, I feel that as a Na- 
tional Council of Women who own al- 
legiance to the British Empire, we now, 
in conference assembled, cannot refrain 
ourselves from sending a respectful ex- 
pression of deepest, truest sympathy 
with her whom the death of one of the 
greatest of Britain’s son has to-day left 


desolate. And yet it is hard for me to 
find words in which to ask you to join 


with me in this expression. 
To-day the world mourns its loss of a 
great light and forgets all past differ- 
ences. ButI dare not speak much of 
Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone, for my hus- 
band and I have ever felt oursleves al- 
most adopted children in their house. 
They are associated with the memories 
of us both in childhood, they were 
friends of both our parents, and Mr. 
Gladstone has often said to us that Lord 
Aberdeen’s grandfather—the Premier— 
was the one statesman of his earlier 
years whom he loved. And as time 
went on our lives became more and 
more sacredly associated with theirs, 
both from a public and a private stand- 
point. Wespent our last night in the 
old country beneath their roof, and 
when I went home last year it was to 
Hawarden that I went first after land~ 
ing, as a matter of course. I know that 
we both feel that if we have been able 
to try to follow any high ideal in public 
life, we owe it largely to him who look- 
ed on every part of his life as a mission. 
None of us know what the influence of 
Mr. Gladstone’s life in the present and 
pant generation of English public life 
has been in this direction. How often 
have we seen him come into a room 
where some subject was being discussed 
lightly and flippantly, and by his mere 
entrance all was changed. One of the

An Anglo-American Under- 
standing. 


It looks as if there were something 
behind Mr. Chamberlain’s great speech, 
in which he said it might be worth 
while to have a terrible war if ‘in a 
great and noble cause the Stars and 
Stripes and the Union Jack should wave 
together over an Anglo-Saxon alliance.” 
It is not likely that he would have spok- 
en so emphatically as-he did unless an 
understanding had been arrived at be- 
tween the two Governments. There 
may be no formal agreement, but the 
statement of Mr. McKinley that the 
American people would never forget the 
kindness of Britain when all the powers 
of Europe threatened to combine against 
the United States, the speech of Ambas- 
sador Hay in favor of an Anglo-Saxon 
alliance, known to have been approved 
by the United States Government, and 
the extraordinary speech of Mr. Cham- 
berlain, all seem to indicate that there 
is really an understanding that these 
two great nations will help each other 
when danger threatens from a com- 
bination of hostile powers. It is also 
possible that the British Government 
has some knowledge, not yet made pub- 
lic, of an alliance of the European pow- 
ers against Great Britain, formed in re- 
taliation for the refusal of the British to 
join them in coercing the United States.

In the first place a white straw hat 
should be well brushed and the stif- 
fening wire removed, says a writer in 
Boyce’s Monthly. Then wash it over 
with a good suds made of clear wa- 
ter and a white soap, scrub well with 
@ nail brush. Then it should be rinsed 
by dipping it up and down in a clear 
water. If any stains still remain, a lit- 
tle lemon juice should be rubbed on 
the spot with the brush. 

If more convenient, a diluted solu- 
tion of oxalic acid may be used instead 
of the lemon, but the greatest care 
should be taken to keep it out of the 
reach of children as it is deadly poison. 

After the hat has been dried in the 
open air it should be sponged over 
with the white of an egg well beaten 
up; this will make the straw taut, and 
also complete the cleansing process: A 
large hat should be dried on & flat 
surface and sometimes have weights; 
books are good to press them in shape. 

To bleach straw there are several 
good methods that can be done at home | 
with slight expense and trouble. The | 
hat, after being scrubbed as directed | 
above, should be suspended in aclose | 
barrel or box with burning sulpbur. 
Cover the barrel and allow the hat 
to remain inside from one to two hours. 

Another way is to cover the hat over 
with a paste made of sulphur and sweet 
milk. It should be dried in the sun 
and rubbed off with a stiff brush, If

One may have cheap 
and woolly hand-towels, very ordinary 
sheets and pillow-cases, and many otb- 
er things of inferior quality, but the 
good housekeeper knows, to her sorrow, 
what cheap dish-towels mean. Their 
use entails almost double the labor re- 
quired if one has those of poor qual- 
ity. The lint and dust from cheap 
goods cover the china and glass, and 
lodge in every nook and corner of her 
belongings. Round-thread Russia crash 
is far and away the best dish-toweling 
that one can use. It absorbs water, 
almost instantly, and can be used a 
Jong time before becoming unavailable 
because too wet.

WATERING HOUSE PLANTS. 


I satisfied that not one person 
in twenty is aware that too much wa- 
ter is more dangerous to the plants 
than too little, says a writer. Some gar- 
deners seem to have the idea that to 
take a watering pot in hand to supply 
the needs of plants is an easy duty, 
and that to give a dash here, and to 

"soak the soil there, is al) there is to 
the matter. 

One thing is to be observed: All 
Plants under all circumstances, nor, 
indeed, the same plants under differ- 
ent circumstances, require the same 
amount of water. It is necessary, 
therefore, to study the nature and hab- 

its of kinds, so that each may be treat- 

ed according to its needs. A vigorous 

blooming plant, say a fuchsia or ger- 
+ anium, might be said to represent the 
. Maximum weed of water; the same 

when in a state of rest, in cool damp 
weather, the minimum requirement as 
to this. Therefore, to give exactly the 
same quantity of water in both condi- 
tions named, would be to cause harm 
by not giving enough water to some 
‘aad too much to others. 

One safe rule is to wait until the ball 
of earth begins to get rather dry, and 
teen to give enough water to moisten 

soil through and through. Then do 
not water again until the former state 
of dryness is reached, be that time six 
hours or six days.

The antiquity of the rose is so great 
that all account of its origin has been 
lost. It is not mentioned in the Bibli- 
cal writings earlier than the reign 
of Solomon, but the allusion to ib then 
made is such as to indicate that the 
flower had already long been known, 
for the essence of roses was extensive- 
ly used in Jerusalem and Judea during 
the reign of the luxurious and much- 
married King. In Egypt the rose is 
depicted on a number of very early 
monuments, believed to date from 3000 
to 3500 B.C., and in the tomb of an 
Egyptian princess, disinterred a year 
ago, in Southern Egypt, several her- 
metically sealed vials were found, 
which, when opened, continued genu- 
ine attar of roses, so that the modern 
claims for the discovery of this deli- 
| cious perfume are vain. Rose water, 
or the essence of roses, is mentioned 
!by Homer in the “Iliad; Homer and 
Solomon were nearly contemporaneous. 
Both the Greeks and Hebrews probably 
borrowed the idea of its manufacture 


from the Egyptians, and these, for

Coming from all directions, the pick- 
ers, of course, represent types of half 
a dozen races. There are Greek wo- 
men with jaunty little caps. Albanian 
women with the head-dress peculiar to 
that region; Turkish women with nun- 
like hoods, with a little slit in front, 
through which the black eyes of the 
harem beauty glitter; Roumanian and 
Servian women, Bulgarian and Russian 
peasant girls, with every sort of head- 
dress, and in many instances omitting 
the head-dress altogether. All are 
alike, however, in one respect, that 
they, during the season, decorate them- 
Selves with roses. The Turkish women 
present a grotesque appearance, with 
clusters of roses pinned on their huge 
round hoods; the Greeks and Bulgar- 
ians make garlands for head, neck and 
waist. Everybody wears roses; even the 
old Turk or Greek who manages the 
retorts makes himself beautiful with 
a boutonniere or a bunch of roses fas- 
tened on his turban or bearskin cap. 


Every picker is equipped with a bas- 
ket holding about two bushels, for rose 
leaves are light, and there is a consid- 
erable difference in weight between two 
bushels of rose leaves and two bushels 
of potatoes. When the baskets are full 
they are emptied into sacks, and as 
soon as possible these are transported 
ta the houses and there conyerted into 
essence. Picking begins at early dawn, 
when the dew is on the leaves, and is 
continued until 10 or 11 o'clock, or dur- 
ing cloudy days, all day long. When 
the sun is shining brightly labor is 
discontinued towards noon, and recom- 
menced at 4 or 5, and then work is car- 
ried on as long as the pickers can see. 
Labor is paid for by the pound, and 
tally men are in attendance to weigh 
the bags, which are placed at the end 
of the rows, and when weighed and re- 
corded donkey power is used to convey 
them to the central stations.

10 RAISE THE VICTORIA. 


Huge Magnets Will Be Used to Lit Mer) 
From the Occan’s Depths. 

One of the most amazing develop- 
ments in modern electric science is 
| the proposal made to the British Gov- | 
| ernment to raise by means of magnetic 
force the sunken ironclad Victoria, 
now lying atthe bottom ofthe Medi- 
| terranean Sea in 450 feet of water. 

Every one familiar with naval mat-| 
ters will recall the story of the wreck 
of the Victoria. Admiral Sir George 
Tryon, who loved nothing so much as 


favorite evolution of which he never 
tired. This simply consisted in mak- 
ing the giant boats perform the “‘right- 
about-face” after the manner of in- 
fantry privates on parade. And it was 
this little weakness of Sir George's 
down into the sides of the Victoria | 
and sent 850 men, including Sir George 
himself to the bottom. 

All attempts to raise the Victoria 
by means of hydraulic pressure have 
completely failed. The boat has been 
too far under water for divers to reach 
her. 

The method now under consideration 
by the Admiralty is as follows: 

Above the spot where the Victoria 
is known to be will be moored a flect 
of wrecking pontoons. 

MONSTER MAGNETS, 
shaped in the form of a horseshoe, will 
be let down from the sides of the pon- 
toons and sunk until the attraction 
of the steel sides of the Victoria will 
draw them to the ship, to be attach- 
ed in a strong embrace by the mys- 
terious force that every boy has seen 
exerted on @ small scale. 

On the estimates made 
tors of the scheme it is believed that 
the lifting capacity of each magnet 
will be not less than 100 tons, and as 
the weight of the wreck Is at least 7,- 
000 tons, it is estimated that upward 
uf 70 magnets will be required.
